responsibility” for the atrocity.

“We will not be freed of this for 
generations as a people, as a state, 
as Jews, from this determination of 
indirect responsibility," Mr. 
Sharon told a bar association 
luncheon in Tel Aviv, “h will be 
stamped as a mark of Cain on our 
foreheads." 

“Judge for yourselves how this 
p a ssage will sound to anyone in 
any language in any place on the 
globe," be declared. “The danger is 
not in the narrow legalistic inter- 
pretation — that’s for the jurists — 
but in the interpretation that will 
be recorded in tne mind and mem- 
ory of everyone in the world." 

The commission condemned Mr. 
Sharon for sending Lebanese 
Christian PhaJangist militiamen 
into two refugee camps in Beirut, 
where they slaughtered hundreds 


or Palestinians. Israeli military in- 
telligence estimates that 700 to 800 
people died, and the commission, 
after its investigation, accept the 
figure as the most reasonable one. 

“It is impossible to justify the 
minister of defense's disregard or 
the danger of a massacre,*' the 
commission wrote. 

“In our opinion, it is fitting that 
the minister of defense draw the 
appropriate personal conclusions 
ansing out of the defects revealed 
with regard to the manner in which 
he discharged the duties of his off- 
ice — and if necessary, that the 
prime minister consider whether he 
should exercise his authority under 
Section 21-A(a) of the basic law of 
the government, according to 
which The prime minister may. af- 
ter informing the cabinet or his in- 
tention to do so, remove a minister 
from office.’ " 


The commission also criticized 
Mr. Begin and urged that three 
leading generals leave their posts. 

The passage to which Mr.

"The decision on the entry of the 
Phalangists into the refugee camps 
was taken without consideration of 
the danger — which the makers

FRESNO, California — The tele- 
phonies seldom stop ringing at the 
travel agency in this agocnltural 
city in central California. The calls 
are from people around the coun- 
try who are dying of cancer and 
hope to save themselves by taking 
a trip to Greece. 

Each month about 50 of (he 
callere to Athens to consult with 
Dr. Hen ton Alivizatos, whose off- 
ice is located in a modest neighbor- 
hood about two miles (3.2 kilome- 
ters) from the city center. 

Dr. Alivizatos says he has devel- 
oped a serum that has a 60-percent 
success rate in arresting most types 
of cancer, except in very advanced 
cases. In an interview, he said the 
serum attacked a proton-like sub- 
stance that surrounded cancer cells 
and weakened the body’s ability to 
keep the disease from spreading. 
He said the contents of tne serum 
are a medical secret 

Greek and American health offi- 
cials have ridiculed his assertions. 
Paraskevas Avgerinos, the Greek 
minister of health and welfare, 
called him a “merchant charlatan 
selling hope.” However, the Greek 
courts have acquitted him of fraud, 
ruling that patients took (be treat- 


ments willingly and that (he serum 
caused no bad side effects. 

A statement by the American 
Cancer Society said the organiza- 
tion “does not have any evidence 
that the diagnostic procedures and 
treatment for cancer proposed by 
Alivizatos results in objective bene- 
fits for the treatment of cancer in 
human hangs " 

“Lacking such evidence," it said, 
“the American Cancer 'Society 
would strongly urge individuals af- 
fected with cancer not to partici- 
pate in Dr. Alivizaios’s treatment.” 

But dozens of Americans and 
others still go to Athens each week 
to see the doctor, and some have 
asserted that their cancers went 
into remission after be treated 
them. 

The popularity of the Athens 
clinic has spotlighted a little- 

known international circuit that is 

traveled annually by hundreds of 
te rminall y 0] Ameri cans . They are 
making a final attempt to save 
their lives, often after radiation, 
chemotherapy and other conven- 
tional treatments have faded to ar- 
rest their illness.

A week’s treatment can cost 
more than $10,000 at some dimes. 


The cancer society says none offers 
cancer patients anything other than 
unfounded hope. Some operators, 
it says, are simply frauds. 

Eldon Jewett, who operates the 
Baron Travel Agency in Fresno, 
which makes arrangements for 
about 60 percent of tne Americans 
who go to see Dr. Alivizatos, said 
most sought treatment in Athens 
only after conventional medicine

The average cost of the treat- 
ment is $800. Dr. Alivizatos said.

did not mention either Stalin or Khrushchev. 
It included quotes from Mr. Brezhnev and 
Mr. Andropov. Censors approved die article 
early in December, a few weeks after Mr. 
Andropov succeeded Mr. Brezhnev. 

Another article approved in December 
and appearing in January, in the journal 
“Questions of History." made no mention of 
either Stalin or Khrushchev in its account of 
the battle. 

Kommunist’ s January issue was approved 
by the censors on January 10. Its article, 
“Victory on the Volga," mentioned Khrush- 
chev, Stalin and others. It was written by 
one of its participants. Lieutenant General 
L Lelyushenko. 

It seems inconceivable that Kommunist 
would mention Khrushchev approvingly 
without authorization from the top Kremlin 
officials, possibly Mr. Andropov himself. 
The last known mention oT Khrushchev in 
an authoritative Soviet publication was the 


announcement of his death in Pravda on 
SepL 11 1971, two days after be died. The 
report referred to him as N-S. Khrushchev, 
“a private pensioner” 


The authoritative Diplomatic Dictionary, 
a three-volume encyclopedia of Soviet for- 
dgn policy published by the Foreign Minis- 
try, does not mention Khrushchev by name. 
It dots, for example, say that President John 
F. Kennedy met with the Soviet prime minis- 
ter in Vienna in 1961 and provides an ac- 
count of their conversations. But it does not 
give the prime minister's name. 


The Kommunist article also mentioned 
for the first time the name of Georgi M. 
Malenkov, who became Soviet prime minis- 
ter following Stalin's death in 19S3. At that 
time; Khrushchev became party leader. 
Khrushchev ousted Mr. Malenkov in 1955. 
Mr. Malenkov was sent to run a power plant 
and later disappeared from public life He is 
now retired and living in Moscow.

50,000 March Through Naples 
In a Protest of Organized Crime

NAPLES — Students, workers, 
shopkeepers and clergymen from 
all over southern Italy marched 
through Naples Friday to protest 
organized crime. Police, who put 
the number ol marchers at 50.000. 
said it was the biggest demonstra- 
tion against organized crime. 

The demonstrators arrived from 
Sicily. Calabria and other regions 
in 500 buses, four special trains 
and a number of boats and planes. 
Most of the transportation was 
provided by the Communist-led 
General Confederation of Labor, 
which strongly backed the protest. 

Hundreds of schoolchildren car- 
ried hand-painted placards as they 
walked with steelworkers. One girl 
held a card reading: “We want a 
belter world." 

The federation of Italy's three 


main labor unions also held a gen- 
eral strike in the Naples region and 
thousands of sinking workers 
joined in the march. 

The protest was part of a mount- 
ing campaign against the three 
main organized crime organiza- 
tions in southern Italy — the Mafia 
in Sicily, the Camorra in the 
Naples region and the Ndrangheta 
in Calabria. 

Since 1977. these organizations 
have become involved in multimil- 
Uon-dollar drug trafficking in addi- 
tion to protection and contraband 
rackets. 

Nearly 1.000 people, mostly 
gangsters, have been killed in wars 
between rival clans of the three or- 
ganizations in southern Italy dur- 
ing the Iasi three years. 

Several lesser demonstrations 
have been staged in other southern 


cities in recent weeks to bolster the 
government crackdown on orga- 
nized crime. Many of them have 
been led by the Communist Party 
which claims that the Mafia sup- 
ports the Christian Democratic 
Pany. 

In’ a speech at the rally that 
wound up the demonstration. 
Monsignor Antonio Riboldi. bish- 
op or nearby Acerra. said: “We 
represent civilization, not the 
Camorra. Today we are 100.000 
and we hope that within a year we 
will be a million to tell the whole 
country we are the conscience of 
Naples which is battling the 
Camorra."

Iran Drops Demand 
For Iraqi Withdrawal

NICOSIA — Iran has dropped 
its demand for the withdrawal of 
Iraqi troops as a condition to end 
the war, because most of Iranian 
territory has already been liberat- 
ed. the' official Islamic Republic 
News Agency said Friday. 

The agency quoted President Ali 
Khamenei as saying at a banquet 
for foreign diplomats in Tehran 
Thursday night that “the Islamic 
republic no longer considered the 
unconditional withdrawal of the 
aggressor forces from its territory 
as a principle condition for ending 
the Iraqi-imposed war ” 

“Our mosi basic condition is 
that the agents who caused so 
much destruction, meaning the 
leaders of the Iraqi regime, must be 
punished.*' Mr. Khamenei was 
quoted as saying. 


His statement came as Iraq in- 
sisted that its forces repulsed an- 
other Iranian assault Wednesday 
night and Thursday. The attack 
was reportedly the filth since a ma- 
jor offensive was launched Sunday 
to cross the border into Iraq. 

A communique broadcast by 
Iraqi radio reported Friday that no 
new ground battles had begun 
along (he 18 miles (30 kilometers) 
or front established since Sunday.

_ Key members of the Senate For- 
eign Relations and House Foreign 
Affairs committees say Congress 
may attach new conditions to the 
administration’s 1984 military aid 
request for El Salvador, perhaps re- 
quiring the Salvadoran government 
to initiate talks with the leftist op- 
position in order to receive U.S. as- 
sistance. 

“Wc need to find some frame- 
work for talks with the guerrillas." 
said Senator Nancy L iCissebaum, 
a Kansas Republican who is a 
moderate on the Foreign Relations 
Committee. “The administration 
should make this the focus of their 
policy. We've always said a politi- 
cal solution is the only viable solu- 
tion. but we're being pushed into a 
military solution." 

She said she would not support 
the administration's request for an 
increase in Salvadoran mili tary aid 
from S263 million this fiscal year 
to S86.3 in fiscal ] 984. 


Senator Alan Cranston of Califor- 
nia, a ranking member of the For- 
eign Relations Committee. 

It said: “The Reagan administra- 
tion has chosen a policy which 
lends confidence to the 'terrorist 
right; which motivates and 
strengthens the terrorist left: which 
contributes in doing so to further 
violence; and which has provided 
nothing but bitter discouragement 
for those genuinely committed to 
peace and democracy in the re- 
gion." 

The document calls for a halt in 
what it calls the administration's 
support for a covert war against 
Nicaragua, which, it said, has pro- 
duced “a propaganda bonanza for 
the radical left, an excuse for a mil- 
itary buildup by Managua and a 
growing threat of regional war." 

Urging the administration to 
join with Mexico and Venezuela to 
initiate discussions among Hondu- 
ras. Nicaragua and El Salvador, the 
group said the administration 
should support negotiations with 
Salvadoran guerrillas “without pre- 
conditions." 


“There’s a real frustration that 
we’re floundering." Representative 
Barnes said. “The euphoria of the. 
[Salvadoran) elections has worn 
off. There's the sense in Congress 
that the war is not going anywhere 
from a military perspective, and 
the political situation is chaos." 

Eighty House members are co- 
sponsoring a bill by Representative 
Gerry Sntdds, a Massachusetts 
Democrat, to declare null and void 
President Ronald Reagan's certifi- 
cation that El Salvador has been 
making progress in human rights, 
economic reforms and political de- 
mocracy. 

The certification is required 
twice a year for the country to be 
eligible for U.S. military aid. 

While the Studds bill, which 
would suspend military aid, has the 
strong support of church groups 
and. recently, of the AFL-ClO, it 
appears unlikely to pass. Members 
fear an abrupt aid cutoff would 
play into the hands of extremists 
on the right and the left, while leav- 
ing the U.S.- sup ported moderates 
with no power base.

Outdoor meetings are no longer 
permitted, and the signs that 
marked the headquarters of politi- 
cal party movements have been or- 
dered removed. Tbe pro- govern- 
ment newspapers have shuffled 
politics to the back pages and last 
week a magazine was shut for in- 
terviewing a leading conservative 
politician. 

Uruguay’s generals speak much 
now of maintaining order. In No- 
vember. the government carried 
out a major step of its promised 
democrauc opening by permitting 
the first political party primary 
elections in 10 years of authoritari- 
an rule. 

The result was overwhelming 
majorities for anti-government 
slates. 

Now, very methodically, the gen- 
erals are seeking to slow the demo- 
cratic momentum. “Liberty is what 
is excessive” in Uruguay, said the 
interior minister, Goteral Yaman- 
du Trinidad, recently. 

The crossed political currents de- 
fine one of the most delicate of the 
democratic movements emerging in 
southern South America. l5ur- 
rounded by Brazil and Argentina 
and politically reflective of both, 
Uruguay appears to be teetering 
between its own democratic tradi- 
tions and the region’s lingering 
creed of institutional military rule. 

Military leaders have promised 
to inaugurate a civilian government 
in early 1985, following an ela- 
borately scheduled process of inter- 
nal party reorganization, military- 
civilian negotiations, constitutional 
revision and general elections. 

The first of those steps, includ- 
ing November’s election of dele- 
gates to party conventions, has 
prompted the leadership of Uru- 
guay’s traditional parties to resur- 
face nearly intact after a decade of 
enforced inactivity. 

Propelled by widespread discon- 
tent with failed economic policies 
and led by the military's harshest 
critics, the party leaderships now 
expect to return the country to 
much the same government and 
policies that were disrupted by ter- 
rorism and then overturned by the 
military in 1973. 

For many Uruguayans, their 
democratic past is the great pride 
of a country often overlooked 
among South America's giants. It 
has been governed by progressive 
democratic governments for most 
of the 20th century. It introduced 
women's suffrage and the eight- 
hour workday before many nations 
in Europe. With the wealth of its 


cattle and sheep ranches, Uruguay 
constructed the most advanced 
welfare state in Latin America. 

Military leaders see tbe past gov- 
ernments as ineffectual and elitist 
and have hoped to install a new 
model of limited democracy drawn 
from the rightist military ideologies 
of the 1970s. Civilian government 
by this plan would include strict 
limits on democratic participation, 
prohibition of leftist parties and an 
institutionalized role for the armed 
forces in all future governments. 

Few politicians and diplomats 
here now believe that the military 
toll achieve all it wants, for the 
new restrictions need the support 
of political leaders to be imple- 
mented. 

The question of just how Uru- 
guay's next government is elected 
and structured has become the cru- 
cial issue for both the military and 
the re-emergent political parties 
and a principal motive for the con- 
tinuing shows of repression by the 
government, political leaders say. 

Beginning in March, military 
leaders and committees elected by 
the newly reactivated political par- 
ties are scheduled to begin negoti- 
ating the changes in Uruguay’s 
constitution sought by the military 
and the handling of military gov- 
ernment corruption and human 1 
rights violations. 

Party leaders, although willing to 
compromise on such issues as 
human rights, intend to demand a 
lifting of the outstanding restric- 
tions on leftist parties. 

“There is a test here of whether 
the move to democracy is being led 
by the military, or forced by the 
opposition," said Javier Fer- 
nandez. an editor of the opposition 
m agaz ine, Opinar. 

So far, while the government has 
dictated the timetable and form of 
the democratic opening, its deci- 
sion to give up power has appeared 
to be anything but voluntary. 

Politically unlearned and often 
inarticulate, Uruguay’s military 
leaders borrowed much of their 
policy and politics from the mili- 
tary governments in Brazil, Chile 
and Argentina, where ideologists 
envisioned the transformation of 
political, economic and cultural life 
with vaguely defined anti-commu- 
nist and conservative Christian val- 
ues. 

The turning point came in 1980 
when tbe armed forces sought U> 
institutionalize their absolute pow- 
er while offering limited democra-. 
cy through a new constitution, only 
to suffer a remarkable defeat in a. 
plebiscite. 

Now. with economic activity off 
by 10 percent from two years ago 
and unemployment at nearly 14 
percent in a country of only 3 mil- 
lion, there are many who predict 
that the government could be 
forced to abandon all its demands 
and turn over power earlier than 
planned.

Talks for El Salvador 


It seems that at least one part of the Ameri- 
can government, centered in the State Depart- 
ment. fears that the bottom may drop out of 
the current American policy in El Salvador 
Either the government's situation there will 
deteriorate or U.S. congressional support will 
fall. This is. in our view, a correct, conserva- 
tive and prudent analysis, given the Salva- 
doran government’s continuing difficulties 
and the growing unrest in the U.S. Congress. 
It is the basis for the consideration now being 
given to a new American approach to resolv- 
ing the multiple issues — peace, security, pow- 
er, justice. regional stability, external influence 
— of the war. 

To judge by what is known, the State De- 
partment is dead set against cutting or condi- 
tioning the current life-sustaining American 
aid to El Salvador in order to compel Salva- 
dorans either to do more in human rights and 
reforms or to enter negotiations with the left. 
There is some favor for this approach in Con- 
gress. but none in the Reagan administration. 
Rather, the department means to try. through 
an intermediary, to see if negotiations can be 
started between the two Salvadoran sides. 

Explicitly, the effort rejects the guerrillas’ 
proposal for talks in which the left would gain 
a share of power without having earned it in 
elections. But the effort also involves, implicit- 
ly. backing off the support the United States 


has so far given the Salvadoran government's 
plan to let the left compete in elections ran by 
that government: the left distrustful and no 
doubt hoping for more than it could earn in 
elections, has spumed the offer. Instead, the 
United States would support “the cooperative 
development of political processes that are 
democratic and that provide the security as 
well as the means for reconciliation.” Just 
what this gobbledygook means only talks 
could tell. 

Bui that is running ahead of the story. The 
first requirement is for the administration as a 
whole to decide whether it wishes to experi- 
ment with a new approach. Some important 
quarters are holding fast to the current policy. 
They are not frivolous. 

There need be no apology for a policy of 
supporting the Salvadoran government in bat- 
tle, in reforms and in elections.

Death and the Court 


The U.S. Supreme Court, which is supposed 
to look after the fair administration of the 
death penalty, now leads the nation in 
mismanag in g that sentence. Justice Potter 
Stewart’s vivid complaint a decade ago that 
the penalty was “so freakishly and so wanton- 
ly imposed" can now be properly directed to 
the highest court in the land. 

In December, the court allowed the execu- 
tion of Charles Brooks, a Texas murderer, by 
lethal injection — despite unanswered argu- 
ments that be had been denied the judicial re- 
view that federal law requires. Now, in the 
Thomas Barefoot case, the court calls for spe- 
cial argument on what the courts should do 
when asked to stay an execution. There is no 
legal difference between the cases — except 
that one inmate was executed while the other 
lives for another day in court. 

Both men committed vicious murders. Mr. 
Brooks killed or helped to kill a used-car sales- 
man; Mr. Barefoot murdered a policeman. 
Each appealed his death sentence through sev- 
eral courts and was turned down by a federal

An End to r Sharonisnr? 


The decline, if not the fall of Ariel Sharon 
as an Israeli political superpower seems almost 
certain. But if Mr. Sharon has been gravely 
discredited, ihe question remains: To what ex- 
tent has “Sharcmism" — a clearly defined and 
readily recognizable Israeli security doctrine 
— been equally discredited? 

The answer could make a very big differ- 
ence in Israeli policy — not to mention U.S.- 
lsradi relations. 

As prime minister. Menachem Begin has 
been much more than nominally Mr. Sharon's 
boss: What Mr. Sharon did, it" has to be as- 
sumed. Mr. Begin has supported, for whatever 
combination of policy and political reasons. 
But Mr. Sharon has been the professional mili- 
tary strategist — the driving, initiative force — 
to whose judgment Mr. Begin more often than 
not deferred. 

Mi. Sharon has also been the most outspo- 
ken obstructionist of UJS. policy. He was 
openly contemptuous of both the follow-up 
Reagan “initiative” to Camp David and the 
efforts of Philip C. Habib, the U.S. special en- 
voy. to arrange the withdrawal of Israeli and 
other foreign forces From Lebanon. 


True, Mr. Begin needs, now more than ever, 
something to show for Lebanon. So a quick 
agreement on withdrawal is not in the cards. 

But the weakening, one way or the other, of 
Mr. Sharon's freedom to run roughshod has to 
make some difference. For Mr. Sharon’s view 
of the West Bank, just to begin with, has much 
less to do with religious history than it has to 
do with a grand, geopolitical design. 

It is worth looking at a document in which, 
a little more than a year ago, Mr. Sharon laid 
out his view of “Israel’s strategic problems in 
the 1980s.” In it. he goes further than anything 
said by any leading political figures In his 
readiness to express the concept of preemptive 
military action to meet potential threats. The 
Baghdad bombing was only a portent for 
Arab neighbors engaged in nuclear develop- 
ment. Lebanon was already a gleam in his eye: 
“We will prevent any violation of the status 
quo ante in Lebanon." 

He would prevent as well suspicious troop 
movements, or any “accumulation of forces in 
the confrontation area" in neighboring coun- 
tries. Mr. Sharoo’s central argument was that 
increased Arab military capabilities make Is- 
rael. with its occupied territory, no safer than 
it was behind its pre-1967 borders. 

It is difficult to measure the degree to which 
“Sharonism" was uniquely Mr. Sharon. But 
“Sharonism” without the same old Sharon 
would lose much of its force.

point in January, the largest one- 
month decline since this inflation 
measure was first calculated in 
1947. the Labor Department re- 
ported Friday. 

Sharp declines in energy prices 
led the way. with costs of gasoline, 
fuel oil and natural gas all down 
from December, the report said 
Food prices also fell, although at a 
more moderate rate. 

President Ronald Reagan’s 
spokesman. Larry M. Speak es. 
hailed the report as "striking con- 
firmation of the progress that has 
been made in reducing the underly- 
ing rate of inflation. This is good 
news and indicates that the admin- 
istration and the Federal Reserve, 
working on the same wavelength, 
achieved these results." 

In recent weeks, some Wall 
Street financiers have cautioned 
that the rapid monetary growth of 
the past few months could worsen 
inflation. But Mr. Reagan told 
businessmen this week that he felt 
that the Federal Reserve chairman. 
Paul A. Volcker, was "fully aware 
of the dangers of reigniting infla- 
tion and be intends to take a mid- 
dle course" that would allow recov- 
ery without higher inflation, ac- 
cording to one of the men present. 
Robert Thompson of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

The new Producer Price Index, 
as the wholesale figures are formal- 
ly known, shows that fears of re- 
newed inflation are “excessive and 
completely unfounded.” said the 
Commerce Department’s chier 
economist, Robert Ortner.

The drop in producer prices in 
January left the prices only 2.1 per- 
cent higher than they were a year 
earlier.

In addition, the Fed announced 
that it had redefined M-2 and the 
still broader gauge. M-3. M-2 was 
redefined to include tax-exempt 
money market funds, which had 
been in M-3. Also, individual re- 
tirement accounts, called IRA and 
Keogh plans, were removed from 
M-2. 

The Fed said the cumulative ef- 
fect of the changes m the defini- 
tions and the benchmark revisions 
made little difference in the 1982 
growth rates of the measures.

Sale of Ford Steel Subsidiary 
To Japanese Expected Soon 

DEARBORN, Michigan (Reuters) — Ford Motor hopes to complete 
the sale of its Rouge Steel subsidiary here to a Japanese consortium led 
by Nippon Kokan by next month, Peter Pestillo, vice president of labor 
relations, said Friday. 

Rouge Steel is the dgbih-largesi steelmaker in the United States and 
Nippon Kokan is the second-largest sted producer in Japan. Mr. Pestillo 
said Ford will sefl a 75-peicent interest in Rouge to the consortium and 
Ford wiQ remain a significant customer. Ford has said the plant has been 
producing at abom 50 percent to 60 percent of capacity. Ford buys 30 
p erc e nt of the current output. 

Mr. Pestillo said a price for the subsidiary has not yet been deter- 
mined, and talks on the subject will begin this month. He also said a 
revised wage contract with the plant's 4,000 workers, represented by the 
United Auto Workers onion, will play a significant role in the automak- 
er's aWny to complete the sale. 

GM-Toyota Pact Expected Monday 

DETROIT (NYT) — The long-awaited announcement of a G ener al 
Moiors-Toyoia Motor agreement for joint production of a subcompact 
car in the United States is expected on Monday, according to industry 
■ sources. 

GM declined Thursday to comment on a report that its directors had 
approved a final plan. GM previously announced plans to import even 
smaller models from two affiliates, Isuzu Motors and Suzuki Motor. The 
model will be based on Toyota's froot-whed-drive replacement for its 
Corolla model and will be introduced late in 1984. the sources said. 

In all, the arrangements with the Japanese companies will give GM the 
capacity to sell more than 500,000 freshly designed small cars by the mid- 
1980s, giving it an advantage that clearly has its domestic rivals worried. 
Chrysler and Ford have hinted that they may raise antitrust objections to 
tbearrangemeal- 

U.K. Inflation Rate a 13-Year Low 

LONDON (Combined Dispatches) — Britain's annual inflation rate 
dropped to a 13-year low of 4.9 percent in January, down from 5.4 
percent in December, the government said Friday. 

The rate has been more than halved since January 1982. when it was 12 
percent, and it has declined for eight consecutive months. Inflation was 
last at this level in early 1970, and touched a peak of almost 27 percent in 
1975. The retail price index in January rose 0.1 percent to 325.9, base 
1974, after falling 02 percent to 325.5 in December, the government said. 
Many foods fell in price, but were offset by higher utility and fuel prices 
set by nationalized industries. 

Libya Said to Seek OPEC Meeting 

AMUAY, Venezuela (Reuters) — Libya has proposed that members of 
the Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries should meet to fol- 
low up their conference which ended in disarray in Geneva on Jan. 24, 
Gustavo Galindo. oQ minister of Ecuador, said Friday. 

Mr. Galindo said he had received a telex me«q>g p from Libya, ad- 
dressed to all OPEC members and dated Tuesday, asking his opinion on 
bolding a new meeting. He aid the request obviously sprang from 
mounting speculation in the world oil marke t OPEC members have 
come under intense pressure from their customers to cut their oQ prices 
since the Geneva conference, which agreed to maintain the OPEC refer- 
ence price of $34 a barrel but failed to set individual quotas to Hmit 
production.

DICTIONARY OF AMERICAN POP/ROCK 

Slang And Shop Talk; Styles And Sounds; Fads And 
Fashions; People And Places; Dances And Diversions. 
By Arnold Shaw. 440pp. $25 cloth; $12.95 paper.

A S Arnold Shaw savs in his 
"Preface and Acknowledg- 
ments, ** this “is not a biographical 
dictionary, but a style and seman- 
tic dictionaiy." 

And as such, drawing on the 
compiler's long career as record 
producer, publisher, chronicler of 
the popular music scene and. cur- 
rently. Adjunct Professor of Music 
at the University of Nevada, Las 
Vegas, it is nol oniy a researcher’s 
but also an etymologist's delight. 

Take for a starter the entry un- 
der Ratted Fifth: “The Blues used 
a scale that contained a flatted 
third and seventh. Bop made exten- 
sive use of the flatted fifth, techni- 
cally a shaped fourth or elevemh. 
During the controversy that devel- 
oped between Dixieland and Bop 
performers, splitting Jazz into 
warring camps, guitarist Eddie 
Condon (1905-1973). a leading ex- 
ponent of the two-beat Dixieland 
style, said: 'We don't flat our 
fifths, we drink them " 

Condon, of course, was a Moldv 
Fig. A what? Shaw tells us: “A vi- 
tuperative term applied by bop- 
sters and Bop Fans io those who 
favored Dixidand Jazz." And Bop? 
“a modem Jazz style that devel- 
oped in Harlem shortly after 
World War H . . . Known origi- 
nally os Bebop or Rebop. as the re- 
sult of a characteristic wo-note fig- 
ure, the style eventually came to be 
known as Bop. The drum stopped 
being a time-beater and not only 
soloei but dropped bombs at un- 
expected moments." 

While still with B. pause at Boo- 
gie-Woogie: “An eight-to-ihe-bar 
piano style employing an ostinavo 
bass with 3 blues chord structure: 
I/IV-J/V-I ... As black jargon 
'boogie' meant the devil, and. as a 
verb, ‘sexual intercourse.' " 

Or Barrelhouse: “A barrelhouse 
was a low-down juice joint where 
the bar consisted of a plank 
stretched across two barrels. The 
rough, bluesy piano style played 
here took its name from the joint. 
To cope with the noise level of the 
revelers, a pianist had to have a 
pair of powerful raits.” 

Fuzzbox is nice: “Somebody 
said. *ii makes a guitar sound as 
though it were being played 
through the back end of an 
elephant, . . . Someone has sug- 
gested that the beards and long 
hair of the sixties are symbolic of a 
generation that prefers ‘fuzz' to 
clarity. See also feedback; tape re- 
verb; wah-w-ah pedal." 

And Catemouth: “While ‘gate’ 
was used during the Swing era to 
mean a man, ’Gatemouth’ referred 
to a big, wide mouth. Louis Am- 
strong (1900-1971 ) came from New 
Orleans with the nickname 'Gate- 
mouth' before he became known as 
*Satchmo.‘ " 

The etymology of Gut-Bucket 
may come as a surprise to many 
reasonably fluent in the popular 
music vernacular: “Tbe gui-biickeL 
in the post-Civil War period was a 
container that caught the dripp- 
ings, or 'guttering.* of the reclining 
barrels from which gin was sold. 
The low-down music played in the 
honky-tonks dispensing' the gin 
caught well the spirit of the sur- 
roundings, and. quite naturally, the 
music took its name from the 
scene." 

Even for Shaw the etymology of 
Honky-Tonk remains obscure: 


“Said to be black slang for a gin 
mill.’* -And for Hootennany. he 
draws on Pete Seeger: “The word 
came from the Midwest, where it 
meant an informal party, like 
‘wingding’ or ‘shindig.' and may be 
of French origin." 

Bui there is more to Shaw's book 
than definition and etymology. It 
covers individuals (although not 
biographically), groups, styles, idi- 
oms. institutions, places (although, 
oddly there is no entry under “ven- 
ue") and, in great detail, awards. 
And it is formidably wide ranging, 
embracing ragtime.' blues, ballads, 
jazz, rhythm-and-blues, gospel, 
country and western, and rock — 
and their variants! 

Of the latter, rock alone yields 
about 50. ranging from “androgy- 
nous rock." “altitude rock" and 
“acid rock" through “God rock." 
"Jesus rock." "protest rock." 
“schlock rock." and “space rock" 
to “transcendental rock." .As for 
the generic term, it covers “the 
sounds and rhythms that came 
crashing into Pop music after the 
mid-1950s and that continue, with 
many changes, to be the Pop music 
of the world." 

Granting that this is not a bio- 
graphical dictionary, the selection 
and treatment or individuals is cu- 
riously arbitrary. There are entries 
under only about 100 names, fre- 
quently under their nicknames. 
Ethel Waters, for example, appears 
only as Sweci Mama Stringbean. 
Eddie Arnold only as Tennessee 
Cowboy and Ernest Tubb only as 
Texas Troubador. But a splendid 
index with about 3.000 entries goes 
a long way toward setting things 
right. 

There are surprising omissions. 
Irving Berlin. George Gershwin 
and Richard Rodgers are there, but 
not Harold Alien. Jerome Kent 
and Cole Porter, although their 
names appear in the text and turn 
up in the index with page referenc- 
es. Similarly. Billie Hobday has an 
entry, but not Ella Fitzgerald. 

And there are some surprising 
inclusions: Edgard Varese. John 
Cage and Karlheinz Stockhausen! 

How on earth did they get in?

Martin Scorsese: On Keen Street

N EW YORK — When Martin Scorsese 
first read the script for "The King of 
Comedy” in 197-1. he dismissed it 95 a one- 
gag f ilm- The story of an ambitious young 
comic who kidnaps a famous talk-show 
host in order to get himself on television 
didn't interest him at alL Years passed, 
and Scorsese directed, with much acclaim, 
such movies as “Alice Doesn't Live Here 
Anymore." "Taxi Driver,” "New York, 
New York" and “Raging Bull" 

When he read the script of "King of 
Comedy" again in 1979, he says be finally 
understood what it was all about Indeed 
the film — which opens in New York Fri- 
day — had taken on an intensely personal 
resonance for him. 

In “The King of Comedy" Robert De 
Niro plays a novice comedian named Ru- 
pert Pupkin, who will do anything, any- 
thing, to get Jerry Langford, a television 
personality played by Jerry Lewis, to invite 
him to perform on his show. Pupkin whee- 
dles. he whines, he makes a complete pest 
of himself, and when that doesn't work, he 
resorts to kidnapping and ransom. 

“I can identify with Pupkin," Scorsese 
says. “It's the same way I made my first 
pictures with no money and with the con- 
stant rejection — going back and going 
back and going back until finally, some- 
how. you get a lucky break. Actually luck 
doesn’t have that much to do with it; it’s 
just this consiam battering away at this 
monolith. Pupkin goes about it the wrong 
way, but he does have drive. I remember 
I’d go anyplace, do anything,. I'd try to get 
into screenings, get into any kind of social 
situation to try to talk up projects. It's im- 
portant who you meet — after all. if you 
meet 40 or 50 people, the one person who 
will produce your first Him might just be 
there." 

It took almost a decade of struggling — 
after receiving a master’s degree from New 
York University's film department in 1968, 
he edited documentaries and made com- 
mercials — but Scorsese's hustling paid 
off. Made in 27 days for $650,000, his third 
feature, “Mean Streets,” earned critical ac- 
claim and helped establish him as one of 
the country’s oustanding directors. 

In retrospect however, be says that that 
succcess incurred heavy personal costs — 
three marriages fell apart, and his friend- 
ships. too, suffered from the pressures of 
his work. Intense, driven and passionate in 
his love of Him, Scorsese, at 40, speaks in 
rapid staccato sentences — sentences chat 
pile up on each other as though he cannot 
talk fast enough to express all his thoughts. 

“I wanted to look at what it's like to 
want something so badly you'd kiD for it," 
he says of “Kmg of Comedy." “By kill I 
don't mean kill physically, but you can kill 
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Scorsese: “Constant battering.'" 

the spirit, you can Irill relationships, you 
can kill everything else around you in your 
life. It does affect personal relationships, 
and the final line for me at the tune was 
that if I had to make a choice between 
work and a relationship, the personal rela- 
tionship wouid go by the wayside. I don't 
have regrets — whatever s happened over 
the yean, I think happened for the better, 
but maybe the reason I made this picture is 
because I hope I wouldn't think the same 
way now.” 

One of the things that Scorsese has cap- 
tured best in his films is a sense of Ameri- 
can life — not so much life lived in the 
mains tream, but life lived on the margins, 
where the promises of the Dream seem 
both alluring and elusive. Charlie, the 
young would-be hood in “Mean Streets," 
works for bis gangster unde and aspires to 
rise in the world of crime. Alice, liberated 
from the past by her husband's death, sets 
off for Monterey, hoping to make a new 
life as a singer. And Jake LaMotta in 
“Raging Bull," and the Jimmy Doyle and 
Frandne Evans in “New York, New York” 
also harbor dreams or success. 

Through these characters and a kind of 
documentary approach, Scorsese has creat- 
ed perfectly observed worlds: in “Mean 
Streets,” a portrait of life on the Lower 
East Side, as it is played out in the local 
pool halls and bars; in "Alice,” a portrait 
of blue-collar life amid the motels and din- 
ers of the Southwest; and in “Taxi Driver,” 
a portrait of night-life in New York. But 


while his movies often seem to be making 
certain social observations' — “King of 
Comedy for instance, may be viewed as a 
kind of comment on America’s obsession 
with celebrity — Scorsese says that those 
aspects do not really interest him. “Taxi 
Driver." he explains, “is ranch more Dos- 
toyevsktan than political." 

The son of a clothes presser, he grew up 
in New York’s Little Italy, where asthma 
and a frail physique prevented him from 
miring part in the macbo, street-smart life 
around him. He spent most of his free time 
going to the movies, which made him want, 
more than anything, “to be part of that 
incredible world of the creation of films. 
Films are like having a person around. 
And to have films be so much a part of 
your life that you can’t live without them is 
kind of nice, and I thought that’s what 1 
wanted to achieve for other people." 

In “Mean Streets," Scorsese created a 
dark, vital portrait of street life on the 
Lower East Side — the very life he once 
felt ro excluded from. Although the picture 
chronicled the attempts of young men 
trying to make it as small-time gangsters, it 
was more concerned, at heart, with explor- 
ing the hero's struggles to reconcile the 
moral dictates of his conscience with the 
brutal code of life around him. It raised 
the question, says Scorsese, of “bow does 
one practice Christian ethics and morals 
when you're in a world of that sort — and 
can you be a hoodlum and also be a saint” 

in Scorsese’s first feature “Who's That 
Knocking at My Door?." a young man at- 
tempted to reconcile sexual desire with his 
Catholic sense of guilt. In “Taxi Driver," 
the demented hero's asceticism and isola- 
tion turned him into a kind rtf saim-run- 
amok; his determination to purge New 
York of its pimps and prostitutes, pos- 
sessed all the fervor and intensity of the 
Old Testament God. And in “Raging 
Run," the story of the boxer Jake LaMot- 
ta's rise and fall took on mythic qualities 
of suffering and redemption. 

Not surprisingly, “Raging Boll" also re- 
flected certain spiritual struggles Scorsese 
was experiencing at the time. It was 1978, 
and the director had just finished making 
“New York, New York” — a picture, he 
says now, that marked the end of his love 
affair with film. Employing painted back- 
drops and big musical numbers, the movie 
bad been intended as a kind of homage to 
the Hollywood films of the '40s that 
Scorsese loved so much, bnt in shooting 
the picture, he found that it was “night- 
marish" to try to recreate what no longer 
existed: the “factory” provided by the old 
studio system was gone, and the visual 
style of the old movies proved difficult to 
merge with his own. 

And so, before beginning “Raging Bull,” 
Scorsese took a 10-day vacation and did a 
lot of thinking . He thought about how 


messy his life had become and he thought 
about how the. success be had wanted so 
much had turned out to be so hollow. 
Somehow, is the midst of this, he says he 
had a kind of revelation about how to 
make “Raging BulL 1 * In “New York, New 
York," ho had already touched upon the 
consequences of success — the marriage 
between the Liza Minnelli and Robert De 
Niro characters falters when her career 
takes off and his does not — and be real- 
ized that a similar parable was provided by 
the stoiy of how Jake LaMotta won a box- 
ing championship at the expense of his 
family and self-esteem. 

The movie not only transformed 
Scorsese's personal dil emma* into a criti- 
cally acclaimed work of ait, but it also 
represented a kind of stylistic break- 
through. In the past, his fn«rw had pos- 
sessed a nervous, eclectic style. They were 
filled with iterances to previous films — 
the Wizard of Oz homage in “Afice,” the 
“Star is Bom” aUtmons in “New York, 
New York” — and Iris hectic, expesskmis- 
tic camera work often jarred with his tend- 
ency to work with actors in a naturalistic, 
almost documentary, fashion. Largely in 
reaction to the high stylization of “New 
York, New York,” ne had tried to simplify 
his technique in "Raging BulT — the mov- 
ie was even shot in gritty black and white 
— and in doing so had managed to in- 
tegrate all these disparate dements into “a 
complete cohesive style." In “King of 
Comedy,” the director’s camera is even ~ 
more static; it represents, he explains, an 
effort to simplify things further. 

In a saise, Scorsese has trial to do the 
same thing with his life. At the end of 
1979. he left Los Angeles and moved bade 
to New York, and now lives quietly in 
Lower Manhattan. The apartment has the. 
same empty, almost antiseptic look of Jer- 
ry Langford’s apartment in “The King of 
Comedy,” and it is filled with the sort of 
provisional furniture — metal bookcases 
and cheap metal and rattan chairs — 
someone acquires in the wake of a divorce. 

At the moment, he is making plans to 
shoot bis next picture based on Nikas Ka- 
zan tzakis’s “The Last Temptation of 
Christ" 

“It’s calmed down a lot,” he says. “It 
may be kind of boring and kmdy at times, 
but it's better for the work and it’s better 
for you as a person. At 40, you do start to 
think about things differently. I must say, I 
can understand why people eventually stop 
making pictures — because to make films 
in such an impassioned way, you really, 
have to believe in it, you’ve really got to 
want to tell that story, and after a while, 
you may find out that life itself is more 
important than the filmmaking process. 
Maybe part of die answer for what the bell 
we're doing here has to be in the process of 
living itself, rather than in the work.” He 
pauses, and then langhs. “Of course, you're 
talking to a person who's leaving this Sun- 
day to look jot new locations for the next 
picture."
